DISPUTES AIRED 
ON RAILWAGES 


Labor Lawyer Charges 
Proposed Cut Is 
Conspiracy 


Washington, Oct. I (ZP)—A labor 
lawyer’s charge that the proposed 
railway wage cut is part of a con­ 
spiracy to check recovery and dis­ 
credit the administration was coun­ 
tered today by 
carrier 
testimony 
that the roads face a financial cri­ 
sis threatening their very existence. 
Both contentions were advanced 
before the special l'act-linding board 
appointed by President Roosevelt 
in an effort to avert a nation-wide 
rail strike 
Tom Davis, counsel for the Broth­ 
erhood of Railroad Trainmen, said 
the 15 percent wage reduction pro­ 
posed by rail 
managements 
was 
only the beginning of a drive to 
"slash wages in every industry in 
the nation.” 
“The effort of the railroads to 
force a cut in wages is directed and 
controlled by Wall Street and the 
railroad bankers,” declared the at­ 
torney. "The demand is only part 
and parcel of u nation-wide con­ 
spiracy to cut wages of every work­ 
er in the land, to delay and prevent 
recovery and to discredit the ad­ 
ministration.” 
Dr. J. H. Parmelee, director of 
the bureau of railway economics of 
the Association of American Rail­ 
roads, said the railways’ predica­ 
ment was due to "the continued 
severeness of the 1938 depression,” 
following seven lean years of re­ 
duced traffic and inadequate earn­ 
ings.

terminated four years of Spartan 
supremacy over the 
Wolverines 
that started in 1934. 
K romer Scores Two 
Paul Kromer. 19 - year - old 
sophomore halfback from Lorain, 
Ohio, scored both of the Wolver­ 
ine touchdowns on line plunges to 
make a success of the debut 
of 
Herbert Orin (Fritz) Crisler as 
Michigan’s new coach. 
Crisler 
was reported to have 
discarded the old “pass, punt and 
prayer” system that kept Mich­ 
igan at the football heights 
for 
several years but in the final an­ 
alysis it was this same sound, con­ 
servative style of play that turned 
the tide today in favor 
of 
the 
Maize and Blue. 
Line Stonewall 
The game was decided in the 
line 
with 
Michigan’s 
veterans

Came Here in 1888 
Herman Gessner arrived in Es­

the Fair Store. 
In 1893 he open­ 
ed the Savings Bank Department 
Store, located in the 1000 blocs 
on Ludington, which in 1895 was 
consolidated with the Fair Store 
and 
became 
the * Fair Savingf- 
Bank Department store. 
In 1898 
Mr, Gessner took full charge and 
in 1903, the present Fair Store 
^Abuilding was erected on the cor- 
^ F n e r of Ludington and Eleventh 
streets. 
The name was changed 
to The Fair Store in 1925. 
Mr. Gessner, in addition to the 
multiple 
duties 
of a successful 
and progressive business, has de­ 
voted 
his 
time 
and 
energy 
throughout his residence in Esca­ 
naba 
to 
the 
betterment of his 
community. 
He was one of the 
organizers 
of 
the 
Chamber of 
Commerce, which had its incep­ 
tion at a meeting held in 1915. 
Sponsored County Fair 
The first Delta county Fair was 
held in his store in 1910, and in 
following years, he aided in the 
promotion of the annual event, 
which was held in the old Peter­ 
son Opera House, and later at the 
county fair grounds, to become 
eventually the Upper 
Peninsula 
State Fair. 
He also was the force 
back 
of 
the Farmers' Market, 
which has become an outstanding 
feature of the life of the communi­ 
ty. 
Crippled Children's Work 
Mr. Gessner probably is most 
widely known, however, for his 
interest in social betterment and 
philanthropy. 
A pioneer in crip­ 
pled children’s work, he has won 
wide recognition, and today is 
first vice president and a member 
of the board of directors of the 
Michigan Crippled Children’s So­ 
ciety. 
He also is a member of the 
national board of directors of the 
^ National Zionist association, an 
^ outstanding figure in Zionist ac­ 
tivities and Jewish charities. 
Mr. Gessner has found a deep 
and lasting happiness in an ideal 
home life, and the Joy of the fifti­ 
eth anniversary celebration, will 
be shared by Mrs. Gessner, his 
sons, Harold and Charles, who are 
now associated with him in busi­ 
ness.

Hunting Accidents 
r 


HE hunting season is under way in the 
Upper Peninsula and along with it has 
some the hazards that are encountered by 
♦hose who participate in the sport. 
Every possible effort is made to incul- 
•atc into the minds of hunters the common 
rules of safety, but despite this education­ 
al work accidents do occur. 
A lthough it is 
not pleasant to contem plate, the public ex­ 
pects there will he a certain num ber of 
Acad and wounded. 
In connection w ith hunting dangers, tile 
Milwaukee Jou rnal m akes 
some 
timely 
comments. 
The Jo u rn al aaya: 
“ Incidentally, it might he suggested that 
the fu tu re of the sport of hunting depends 
much on how' cautious hunters are in this 
respect, 
lf any num ber of farm ers 
or 
other non-hunters are shot, a lot of com­ 
munities will put an end to hunting by one 
means or another. 
“ in justice to hunters it should he point­ 
ed out that the conservation departm ent's 
list includes but few accidents of ibis kind. 
“ W hat hunters do to each other or to 
themselves is less likely to arouse objec­ 
tions to hun !ing. 
The public, for the most, 
will agree that h u n ters may assum e the 
hazards of the gam e if they wish. 
“There appear to be plenty of hazards. 
The list includes cases of men who were 
shot when companions handed them guns. 
w hen friends were unloading rifles, w hen 
guns fell from trees or 
stones 
against 
which they had been set, when guns were 
pulled through fences by the barrels ami 
when guns were fir*‘d just as companions 
lose suddenly, in boats. 
“ All experienced 
hunters 
understand 
these hazards. 
To avoid them they keep 
their guns empty of shells or “one safety’’ 
much of the time, do not carelessly handle 
the weapons at any time 
“ Hunting safety, as does motoring safe­ 
ty, depends on caution.’* 


A CHANGE OF FRONT 
(Grand Rapids Press) 
Melville B. McPherson, m em ber of 
the 
state tax commission, speaking In Muske­ 
gon the other day in opposition to the new 
state welfare reorganization plan, is re­ 
ported to have included in his statem ents 
an attack on newspapers which have been 
seeking increased efficiency 
In 
govern­ 
ment. 
He is quoted as saying that the 
surest way to insure the defeat of a candi­ 
date or a proposal was to have the news­ 
papers support him or it. 
A pparently Mr. McPherson has changed 
his mind about the newspapers iii the last 
few years. 
Probably he could recall that 
five years ago he welcomed heartily the 
support of new spapers in his fight to pre­ 
vent tlx* elim ination of the state tax com­ 
mission. 
H e was greatly elated over the 
assistance lie received at that time. 
He 
didn’t consider newspaper support the su r­ 
est way to lost* his battle then. 
Nor did Mr. McPherson 
object 
when 
new spapers sided with his views about a 
year ago at the tim e the Democratic ad­ 
m inistration was seeking his 
scalp 
as 
chairm an of the tax commission. 
He has 
never publicly stated 
th a t 
newspapers 
were to blame for his ultim ate loss of the 
post. 
In view of his about face it is hardly 
necessary to cuter into an extended a n ­ 
swer to his present declaration. 
It is a 
common practice for some politicians to 
belittle and berate the new spapers that are 
against them and praise the papers when 
they happen to agree. 
Iii the present sit­ 
uation the Muskegon Chronicle ra th e r ac­ 
curately puts its finger on the spot with 
the words: 
“ Attacks oil the press are popular right 
now. 
It is an old trick for the demagog 
to Insinuate his own superiority by a tta c k ­ 
ing some institution close to tie* public. 
Hut politician that In* is. Mr. M cPherson 
had ano th er reason, we suspect, for his 
statem ent, 
lh* knows the newspapers of 
Michigan will m ake ail effort to give the 
voters all the facts in regard to (lie new 
welfare act. 
That apparently is one thing 
Mr. M cPherson does not w ant.’’

Barcelona (ZP) 
On Christm as day, 1936, 
ninety-six Am ericans secretly boarded ship 
in New York. 
They crossed the Atlantic, 
entered Spain through the Pyrenees— and 
Joined the defense of Madrid. 
They' were the first organized group of 
American volunteers 
the nucleus of the 
Abraham Lincoln battalion, later the Lln- 
coJn-Washington Battalion. 
A shock force, that unit has fought 
as 
part of the XV International Brigade 
in 
most of th*’ m ajor government actions of 
the first two years of w ar— (arama, Bru- 
notc, Belchite, Teruel, the retreat 
from 
Aragon and the offensive back across the 
Ebro. 
HELPED SAVE MADRID 
“ We arc fighting,’’ they once telegraph ­ 
ed President Roosevelt, “ for the liberty of 
Spain as Lafayette and Kosciusko fo ugh t 
to help our forefathers win liberty.” 
First big job for the Americans was to 
fry to stave off the insurgent drive on the 
capital, on the J a ra m a front. 
Their first 
position was on “ Suicide Hill’’ overlooking 
both governm ent 
and 
insurgent 
lines 
southeast of Madrid. 
For five days in 
mid-February they clung there undor 
a 
heavy insurgent bom bardm ent. 
And on 
February 2 7 they went over the top. 
Across a 250-yard No M an’s Land, they 
charged 
to within .70 yards of th e enem y 
trenches. 
Then, under withering fire, they 
were forced to retire. 
While their attack 
tailed to break through, it showed the In­ 
surgents that the governm ent strength had 
not collapsed. 
The insurgent offensive wras stopped, tho 
Madrid-Valencia highw ay was saved— and 
now after two years the capital still stands 
as a symbol of governm ental resistance. 
The American volunteers didn’t 
<«4e- 
brate the F ourth of July, 193 7 — they 
marched up that day for their first m ajor 
offensive. 
It was in the G u adarram a riv­ 
er sector, northw est of Madrid. 
T he Loy­ 
alists smashed through the insurgent lines, 
but in the week-long battle for “ Mosquito 
C rest’’ the Americans, outnum bered three 
to one, lost heavily. 
So th e Lincoln and 
W ashington battalions were merged. 
A fter th a t offensive, In which the gov­ 
ernm ent gained some ground, the A m eri­ 
cans were in Che thick of fighting on m any 
fronts. 
The Zaragoza drive was a tough prob­ 
lem. 
Zaragoza was an insurgent strong­ 
hold. and the two fortress-towns of Q ulnto 
and Belchite had to be taken first. 
CAPTURED QUINTO AND BELCHITE 
On the m orning of August 23 each m an 
In the Lincoln-W ashington 
battalion — 
with bayonets fixed and 
bearing 
three 
grenades 
entered Quinto. 
House by house, they worked their way 
to the insurgent stronghold at th e center 
of the city. 
After attack in g with machine 
guns and hand grenades, they fired 
the 
building with burning bundles of hay. The 
garrison surrendered. 
Then the Americans swung 
west 
12 
miles to Belchite. 
For six days they s tru g ­ 
gled against snipers In fortified houses. 
The tide was turned by th e political di­ 
rector of the International Brigade, known 
as Dave Doran of Albany, N. Y. 
He com ­ 
mandeered 
a 
loud-speaker 
truck 
and 
brought it to within a half block of th e in­ 
surgent street barricades. 
Ile told insurgents their radio lied w hen 
it said reinforcem ents were on th e way. 
He said the forces coming up were for th e 
Loyalist army. 
He cried th a t the leaders 
of the insurgent side were Fascists 
and 
foreigners. 
“ Come over with us and 
save 
your 
lives,’* 
Over the barricades they came, one by 
one, without arm s. 
A nother day of clean­ 
ing up and Belchite was taken. 
The Am ericans arrived at a point 
12 
miles from Zaragoza before the Loyalist 
arm y became stalem ated. 
LED SURPRISE ATTACK 
At Teruel, one night, tho men crawled 
forw ard 
with the Canadian battalion 
over frozen snow and rocky earth to inch 
their line up about a mile. 
Just before 
dawn the Lincoln-W ashington 
battalion 
attacked one of the hills, a virtual insur­ 
gent fortress. 
Big guns put down a heavy barrage as 
the Am ericans took advantage of 
every 
stone, brush, tree tru n k and hollow to es­ 
cape the answ ering fire. 
For an hour and 
a half they edged forward. 
Then, braving 
machine gun fire, volunteers dashed into 
the open and cut the insurgents' barbed 
wire. 
An assault wave of troops 
rolled 
up. 
charged the lines 
and with a shout of 
victor.' the Americans dropped into 
the 
trenches and forced the insurgents to stir 
render at bayonet point.

H enderson was no m ore successful than 
his predecessor. 
No doubt, however, C ham berlain’s old 
notion came back to him with 
renewed 
force during the great crisis. 
In the crisis’ 
first stages, the English governm ent not 
only had no friends at H itler’s court; it 
was even found to be impossible to tra n s ­ 
m it messages to the Fuehrer. 
Von R U k A 
bentrop, the vain and frivolous cham pagnW F 
salesm an whom H itler keeps as his am bas­ 
sador in London, was personally convinced 
th a t E ngland would not fight, and refused 
to perm it any contradictory 
prediction, 
even from the B ritish cabinet, to reach his 
master. 
Moreover, H itler had sent his confiden­ 
tial agent, Captain W iedemann, who was 
his superior officer in the war, to London 
to spy out the ground. 
Having seen none 
but the m ost pro-German English politi­ 
cians, W iedem ann had confirmed von Rib- 
bentrop’s report. 
Thus, th e C ham berlain 
visits to Berchtesgaden and 
Godesburg, 
which did so m uch to shape world history, 
became a positive necessity. 
The most m oving speech of recent his­ 
tory was Neville C ham berlain’s address to 
the E m pire on Tuesday. 
Recent history’s 
most stirring m om ent was that 
in

House of Commons on W ednesday, when 
the Prim e M inister etui J a

WINDOW SPACE

A featu re frequently encount­ 
ered in small houses today is a 
combination built-in window seat 
and bookshelf. 
It is particularly

C onstruction littles 
Tf a fireplace Is not properly 
constructed, it. is bound to prove 
a disappointment to the house­ 
holder. 
It will smoke or smudge, 
and thus It will not be used when, 
as a m atter of fact. It should prove 
the center of the home circle. 
To overcome defects in draft 
there are a few simple rules that 
everyone who builds a fireplace 
should follow’. 
Some are: 
1. 
The area of tho flue should 
be one-tenth or more of the fire­ 
place opening. 
2. 
Do not contract the flue at 
the top. 
3. A properly proportioned and 
located th roat is important. 
4. 
The area of the throat must 
not be less than the flue area. 
5. 
There should he a smoke 
shelf not less than 4" In width 
about eight Inches above the lin­ 
tel of the fireplace opening and 
extending the full length of the 
throat. 
6. 
A smoke chamber Is neces­ 
sary to 
hold 
tho 
accum ulated 
sm oke and prevent Its passing Into 
the room by a sudden down-draft. 
7. A fireplace will radiate more 
heat Into the room if the back 
pitches forw ard and the sides are 
beveled. 
8. A th roat dam per provides 
means of regulating the fire and 
keeping out the cold air in win­ 
ter when the fireplace is not in 
use, as well as insects In summer. 
The 
proper 
throat 
construc­ 
tion is so necessary to a success­ 


ful 
fireplace 
that 
th e 
work. 
should 
1)0 watched carefully to 
wee that the width la not m ade 
more than four inches and that 
the side walls are carried up per­ 
pendicularly until the th ro a t Is 
passed so that full length of the 
opening is provided. All masons 
do 
not 
appreciate 
these 
fine 
points which are so neeesary if 
a fireplace is to work porperly. 
As a ventilator and 
purifier, 
the fireplace has no equal, con­ 
stantly withdraw ing the stale air 
from the room and introducing a 
fresh supply. 
If you are lo have a fireplace 
be sure you have a good one de­ 
signed and consol m eted for bu rn­ 
ing wood.

Old Orchard farm , the Daily Press 
experim ental 
farm 
at

ceau’s Corners, Flat Rock, 
was 
completed on Thursday afternoon. 
The crop from the ten acre field 
totaled 3826 
crate bushels and 
the farm m anager estim ates that, 
by weight, the total yield will be 
approxim ately 3600 bushels. 
It required a crew of 17 men a 
total of three and three quarters 
days to dig, pick and store 
the 
potato crop at the 
Hyde 
potato 
w arehouse, necessitating a haul of 
12 m iles from the field. One man 
operated the tractor and power 
digger; 12 pickers followed 
the 
digger and because of 
the 
long 
haul to the warehouse two trucks, 
each manned by two men, 
were 
engaged in the hauling operations. 
It was found that the daily capa­ 
city of the power digger w as gov­ 
erned, largely, by the ability of 
the pickers to gather the scatter- 
tered potatoes from the rows a ft­ 
er the digger. The first day’s crate 
total w as 928 bushels; the second 
day’s total w as 1116 bushels; the 
third day 1126 bushels 
and 
the 
final three quarters day, 656 bus­ 
hels. 
The field was inspected during 
the digging operations by D. 
L. 
Clanahan, 
crop 
specialist 
for 
Michigan State College and A. E. 
Wenner, Delta county agricultu r­ 
al agent and they found the crop 
to be free of scab, or other diseases 
and by digging potato hills from 
definite 
areas 
over 
scattered 
points in the field they estim ated 
the yield a t 337 bushels per acre, 
by weight, and placed the percent­ 
age of No. 2 potatoes in the crop 
at one half of one per cent, which 
is considered to be a rem arkably 
low percentage. 


I 
As the crop from the field 
is 
registered with the Michigan Crop 
Improvement Association as certi­ 
fied seed, the bulk of the crop will 
remain stored in the Hyde ware­ 
house until early spring when the 
potatoes will be graded, sold and 
shipped to various points, to 
be 
used as seed next season. 
Im m ediately after the harvest­ 
ing operations were finished 
the 
potato tops were raked into wind­ 
rows, by a horse 
drawn 
dump 
rake. Em ployes at the farm fol­ 
lowed the rake and piled the tops 
in sm all cocks, that will later be 
burned. The field was then drag­ 
ged with a springtooth harrow, to 
level the ground and bring to the 
surface any potatoes 
that 
had 
been m issed by the pickers 
and 
approxim ately 40 bushels 
were 
recovered by this operation. 
This week employes at the farm 
will first pick the stones, brought 
to the surface by the digging and 
dragging operations. A portion of 
the field will then 
be 
fertilized 
and plowed this fall, if weather 
conditions perm it. The 
fertilized 
portion of the field will be reserv­ 
ed for next season's crop of oats. 
In the sam e field with the pota­ 
toes this season, about five acres 
of field corn has been grown this 
season. In one portion of the plot 
Iowa corn seed w as used to pro­

KEEP ON ALERT 
TO GET DUCKS 


Concentration o n Each 
Shot Produces Game 
for the Table 


Do Your Hunting In Safety This Season! 


WRONG 
RIGHT 


BY HAROIJ) HOLLIS 
On almost every dink hunting 
trip we are likely to have several 
shots at incoming birds high over­ 
head. 
It has given most of us 
some trouble at onetime or a n ­ 
other. but actually it Is an ab ­ 
surdly 
simple 
shot— at least in 
theory. 
As in the rase of crossing 
birds the swinging lead is recom­ 
mended. the gun starting behind 
the duck and catching up with 
him. 
This time, however, instead 
of passing him we fire the mo­ 
ment he is hidden from view by 
the gun barrel. 
Kill 
one over­ 
head incomer and you will very 
likely make a creditable showing 
on all that follow. 
Sometimes 
the 
bird 
flies 
straight at you. 
In this case you 
also cover him with the barrel and 
fire. 
When the bird is below your 
eye level, hold low and lead him 
by a foot or more. 
Keep on the Alert 
In the case of a flock of birds 
winging over, it is usually best to 
get in your two or three shots be­ 
fore they reach you. 
This is not 
always possible, however, and it 
may be necessary to fire one 01 
two shots after they have passed 
by. 
In the case of an outgoing 
bird overhead you should see your 
bird over the mussle of the gun 
before you lire 
shoot right at the 
tip of his bill. 
lf the bird is go­ 
ing straight away from you and 
on your own level, shoot over him. 
He c a n ’t fly as fast as the shot 
pellets can travel, but he has a 
head start. 
A se Care with Flock 
Many hunters who do quite well 
.on singles seem to have difficulty 
when a flock comes along 
The 
reason for their failure probably 
is that they don't use the same de­ 
gree of care when dealing with a 
large num ber of birds thai they 
do with a solitary one. 
They sim- 
• ply blaze away, apparently work­ 
ing on the theory that if enough 
pellets are thrown some of them 
will connect. 
This method seldom 
produces duck for dinner. 
No matter how many birds are 
within range, pick one cut and 
shoot at him; then take another 
Concentrate on getting two shots 
at the flock; then if you have time 
for the third, try that. 
You’ll get 
t lot more ducks that way. 
Sensible Shot ami <.aages 
Duck bunters differ as to what 
size shot is most effective, but the 
majority 
seem 
to prefer No. 6 
This is doubtless a wise choice. 
There is no doubt that No. 4 s and 
5’s have greater killing power but 
ha chances are that a larger mini 
ber of 6's will find the target 
The 12-gauge shotgun 
is the 
standard duck weapon todav and 
probably always will be 
A few 
crack shot* use 16 or 20-gaugt 
guns, tint these requite more ac 
curate boldine than the 12 
The 
10-gauge gun will kill ducks at 
very long ranges, but the extra 
range 
requires 
correspondingly 
greater skill on the part of the 
hunter, 
rules*, a man can Judge 
his 
distances 
accurately 
aud 
knows the lead to he taken at the 
longer ranges the ext ta power ot 
his weapon will mean very little 
to him.

“TAME BUCKS” 
AREDANGEROUS 


Animals Lose Fear for 
Man and May Become 
Vicious In Fall 


One of nature's paradoxes be­ 
comes highly pertinent to man as 
the mu Hug season for deer a p ­ 
proaches. 
Tame buck deer, it seems, are 
apt to be "wilder” than wild buck 
deer. 
during 
the fall, and vice 
versally there is less reason for 
mau to fear an untamed deer than 
a tamed one. 
That s not so difficult to figure 
out as it may appear. 
A mild a p ­ 
nea lion 
of 
the old saying that 
•‘familiarity breeds contem pt” may 
he a partial explunation. 
Through 
peaceful 
association 
with man. tame deer incline to 
lose 
their 
natural fear of him, 
which is why at least some of 
these shy woods creatures can be 
kept 
as 
pets. 
Then conies tho 
mating season, a 
period during 
which the huck is aroused erne 


from lack of knowledge of what is 
to be expected of him. 
The following precaution* will 
help to elim inate a few grievances 
and will add m aterially in m aking 
the day spent In the reeds and 
rushes all the more e n jo y a b le — 
and perhaps much safer. 
Motorboats and outboard m o­ 
tors should be used as little as 
possible when traveling out to the 
shooting grounds. 
Punting, row ­ 
ing, or puddling causes much less 
disturbance 
during

morning hours and frighten the 
ducks less than the explosions of 
a m otor driving a boat. 
( 'one I der O ther Fellow 
Banging away at ducks that are 
out of tange is the badge of a be­ 
ginner or cureless hunter.

tics except the annoyance of o t h ­ 
ers. " J u m p ” shooting should not 
be started until after the eurly 
morning flight is over.

THAT WHAT KIND 
OF A GUN QUERY 
“What kind of a shotgun sho'uld 
I buy?” That is one question which 
is often hard as the small game 
season opens. 
Shall It be an auto­ 
matic, repeater, double barrel or 
a single shot gun? 
While not setting up as an ex­ 
pert, I can say that the l i m re­ 
quirement of the hunting arm Is 
that It suit the hunter. 
In other 
words, get the type of gun you 
like; you are the one who Is to use 
it. 
There Is also the price angle. 
It does seem a bit out of proportion 
for the hunter who may get Into 
(he woods for two days of shooting 
to invest in a high priced auto­ 
matic. 
lf you want meat—then get an 
automatic; it is the gun for plain 
and fancy killing. 
The “corn-shell- 
er” pumps are not so slow either 
when it comes to laying down a 
barrage of lead. 
However, these 
guns are a bit on the heavy side 
aud they kill so much game that 
unless you are a physical giant, 
more than a couple of hours afield 
teases to be pleasure. 
The lighter doubles and singles 
may not give such heavy bags buti 
with good holding they will give 
results. 
These guns not only are 
easier to carry, they “point” better 
and in the double the hunter has 
the choice of two shot patterns. 
Rack in the days of LaSalle and 
through the heyday of the muzzle- 
loader, there was much more gaipe 
per hunter. 
Since 
then 
hunters 
have become more numerous yeat^ 
by year and hunting arms have be­ 
come progressively more effective. 
Killing has bec ome easier aud game 
scarcer and harder to get. 
Just a 
few years ago hunters were mop­ 
ping up the remnants of our wild 
life with guns that discharged six 
•hots as fast as it was possible to 
pull the trigger. 
Fortunately, there bas been a 
change and the trend Is now more 
toward smaller bags at the moment, 
with an eye to continued sport In 
the future. 
The federal Biological 
Survey has made unlawful to shoot 
at waterfowl with any gun capable 
of holding more than three shots. 
T hat has resulted in the marketing 
of guns with Just that capacity, the 
plugging of others 
some 
perma­ 
nently and others with removable 
plugs cutting them to three shot 
arms. 
Other Indications of the trend 
have been In deer hunting with 
more and mure states each year 
making special provisions for arch­ 
ers. 
The bow and arrow kill is 
slight but the enjoyment Is great 
for the archers. 
The growth of skeet and trap­ 
shooting have contributed to the 
greater use of the single and dou­ 
ble guns because few hunters can 
afford more than a few guns. 
And 
being light and useful 
both 
on 
game aud clay birds, these guns 
get the nod when the hunter con­ 
sults his pocket hook. 
Changes in hunting regulations 
In the future, can safely be pre­ 
dicted to be In favor of the more 
sportsmanlike and simple guns. 
For the hunter of limited means, 
the Introduction of the rtfle-shotgun 
combination of two single shot bar­ 
rels to tit the one stock in the last 
few years will increase the number 
of singles In use. 
This Innovation 
provides a gun for birds and small 
game and also a weapon that may 
be successfully used to bring down 
a deer at the cost of a single gun 
of either type. 
If cost is no object and a hunter 
has a yen for the single or double 
gun he can lavish as much as sev­ 
eral standard automatic or repeat­ 
ing guns would cost on his gun and 
still get good value. 
Shop around 
and pick a gun because it Is the 
type you can afford, ran use. and 
will do the work you want from 
a gun. 


FIRE DANGER 
STILLEXISTS 


Dry Ground Cover Leads 
to Appeal for Care 
By Hunters 


The approach of the fall hunt­ 
ing season brings also the danger 
of man-caused fires and a request 
has been Issued by Ranger Elmer 
E. M atson of the H iaw atha Na 
tional Forest th a t all forest users 
be careful with fire. 
The Rapid River district has ex­ 
perienced an exceptionally favor­ 
able fire season' to date, having 
had only nine fires, which have 
burned over a total of three acres 
This record surpasses all 
others 
since the district was established 
in 1935. 
Of th e fires which 
have 
oc­ 
curred this season all have been 
caused by m an's carelessness, the 
sm oker being one of the - most 
common ones at fault. 
Excellent 
cooperation on the part of local 
residents in reporting 
and 
sup­ 
pressing fires aud obtaining burn­ 
ing perm its prior to burning de­ 
bris and brush has played a large 
part in establishing the district’s 
enviable record. 
Rapid detection 
and suppression of fires has been 
made possible by the efficient ac­ 
tion of the United States Forest 
Service lookouts cooperating with 
State of Michigan towers aud the 
prompt action of CCC crews from 
Camp Mormon Creek. 
D uring the hu nting season the 
presence of dry leaves, grass and 
ferns on the ground m akes 
the 
possibility of fires being Ignited 
very great and utm ost care must 
be used by all persons while 
In 
the forests. 
Campfire* should be 
small and cared for a t all times 
aud no live sparks should be left 
burning when the fire 
is 
aban­ 
doned. 
Caution will be necessary 
on the p art of all sm okers as well. 
Excellent 
hunting 
conditions 
are predicted in the gam e areas 
and R anger Matson urges th a t all 
hunters accept the responsibility 
of preventing fires and preserving 
the forest wildlife.

HUNTER SHOULD 
KNOW 5 DUCKS 


Species Given Full or 
Limited Protection 
Are Described 


State Sights New 
Low Fire Record 
For 1938 Season 


Lansing, Oct. I — Scarcely one 
month stands between the state 
and a new record low forest fire 
loss for the second successive year. 
Last year’s loss of only about 
15,000 acres was the lowest on 
record. 
This year's loss may even 
be smaller, since the num ber of 
acres burned over thus far is still 
under 8,000. 
Frequently, however, late Sep­ 
tem ber 
and 
October bring dry 
w eather and winds, a combination 
which can quickly set the stage 
for a succession of forest fires. 
The s ta te ’s fire fighters are hop­ 
ing th a t the wet cycle whioh has 
prevailed largely since spring will 
continue through in sufficient de­ 
gree to keep the woods fairly safe, 
until the snow flies.

HUNTING CURB SPREADING 
IN PENINSULAS AKE AM 
H undreds of Michigan hunters 
are becoming alarm ed at the in­ 
creasing num ber of posted h u n t­ 
ing areas in the upper peninsula. 
areas either under control of pri­ 
vate groups and clubs, or grazing 
lands of farm ers and sheepmen. 
W henever another choice bit of 
game cover is grabbed up by a 
group, they turn appalled eyes to 
one another aud ask “ W here shall 
we hunt in a few 
years 
from 
n ow ?” 
For these posted penin­ 
sula lairds are not gam e m anage­ 
ment 
areas 
such as are being 
brought 
under 
the co-operative 
W illiamston plan of trespass con­ 
trol in southern Michigan. These 
areas, which will probably total 
a thousand square miles by the 
etui of this season, may at least 
be bullied by permission of the 
owners if you’ll simply live up to 
a few 
rules 
which require no 
trouble whatever. 
It seems that during the past 
five years or so m ore and more 
private 
groups 
and clubs have 
taken up some of choicest game 
covers iii the easteru counties of 
the peninsula. 
Many such areas 
have changed hands only during 
the 
past 
two 
months, 
either 
through outrig ht purchase or long 
term lease. 
One such plot, which 
virtually closes a large hunting 
area to outsiders, was 
recently 
taken by a Pinconning group in 
Luce county. 
Aud this is only the beginning 


W ith four of the formerly pro­ 
tected species of ducks perm itted 
in limited num bers in the daily 
bag this year, and wood ducks 
still 
entirely 
protected, 
it 
be­ 
hooves the h u n te r to be able to 
distinguish at least these species 
from the ducks on which such 
stringent restrictions are not plac­ 
ed. 
This brief description of the 
birds Is 
offered 
in 
order th at 
hunters may be aided in recogniz­ 
ing those species which they m ust 
allow a little m ore consideration 
for. 
The protected wood duck is a 
medium sized bird. 
Drakes are 
brilliantly colored and have an 
easily recognized crest. 
Females 
are plain colored, have a white 
eye ring, a w hite line back of the 
eye, a dark breast and light under­ 
parts. 
The 
wing 
has a silvery 
outer 
edge 
and 
a conspicuous 
white tip to the inner flight feath­ 
ers. 
They have a squeaky, plain­ 
tive call. 
The 
four 
limited 
species, of 
which three m ay be in the daily 
bag, are canvasback, ruddy, red­ 
head, and bufflehead. 
T he canvasback is a large duck, 
usually 
seen 
in 
m igration in 
flocks. 
Drakes are gravish-whlte 
on back and wings. 
Upper neck 
and head are chestnut colored. 
Fem ale is plain brown, but during 
late fall much of the body is light 
gray. 
Head is wedge shaped, long 
aud sloping. 
The bill is nearly 
black and is long and narrow. 
The bufflehead Is a small duck. 
The male appears largely white 
w ith a black back. 
The head is 
also 
black 
w ith a conspicuous 
w hite area covering the side, back 
of the eyes. 
T he lower breast and 
underparts are all white. In flight 
th e wings a re largely white. 
The 
female 
is 
dull colored with a 
sm all white patch' on the side of 
th e 
head 
and a small patch of 
w hite on th e wing. 
T he und er­ 
p arts are light. 
The 
ruddy 
duck is a small, 
plum p bodied bird. 
The d rak e is 
a 
bright 
rustyred color in the 
spring, but in th e fall is grayish 
brown with w hitish cheeks and 
chin. 
The underparts are light. 
Fem ales are grayish brown w ith 
th e cheek patches less clearly de­ 
fined. 
T he und er parts are light. 
W hile th e duck sits on the w ater 
it usually keeps its tail stiffly tilt­ 
ed upward. 
T he bill is broad and 
bluish. 
The redhead is a medium sized 
duck. 
D rakes have a gray body. 
with a black breast extending half 
way up the neck. 
Fem ales are 
plain brown. 
T he profile of the 
head is decidedly concave from 
the top of the bill to the crown 
and the bill is slate colored with 
a black tip.

Such a move would at least in­ 
sure good hunting to every one, 
local and guest h unter alike. The 
W illiamston plan, a

Many Dogs 
Sheriff Moran is among 
those 
inclined to believe that the

sults of the dog law enforcem ent 
indicate that a considerable 
per­ 
centage of the sheep dam age pre­ 
viously charged to the coyote was 
in reality caused by wild dogs. 
F u rth e r evidence of a 
similar 
n ature was uncovered by conser­ 
vation officers who have been call­ 
ed out repeatedly on the

th a t som ething was running deer. 
The general assum ption was th at

free 
of the disease?” 
Any answ er to Mrs. 
J. 
J.'s 
question should contain the ad­ 
mission th a t thousands of 
per­ 
sons, resident 
on 
farms, 
are 
drinking unpasteurized and un­ 
boiled milk w ithout adversely a f­ 
fecting their health, so far as can 
be perceived. 
At the sam e time, it should be 
stated th a t the consum ption 
of 
untreated milk is in violation of 
modern public health standards. 
The possibilities of infection or 
contamination in th e journey of 
milk from cow’s udder to d rin k ­ 
ing glass are 
innum erable 
and 
pasteurization alone offers ade­ 
quate protection. 
The cow itself m ay be free of 
tuberculosis. 
Iii fact the unre­ 
mitting 
efforts 
of 
the 
Federal 
government have largely 
elim­ 
inated 
this 
possibility. 
But 
“ Bang’s disease,” or undulant fe­ 
ver, is ©till a menace. 
The or­ 
ganism is transm itted from 
the 
cow through her milk and the di­ 
sease in hum ans is likely to be 
rath er serious. 
Again, the person who milks 
the cow may be a carrier of th e 
germs resulting in outbreaks 
of 
typhoid 
fever 
and 
sore 
throat. 
Recent investigation of a Michi­ 
gan epidemic of typhoid revealed 
th at 35 persons had died of the 
disease transm itted by a single 
dairy farm er. 
The cow may be the h ealth­ 
iest specimen of its 
kind, 
the 
dairym an may be free 
of 
all 
pathogenic organism s— but there 
are still a num ber of persons who 
m ust play th eir parts in the pro­ 
cess of distribution, any one 
of 
whom may introduce that alight 
elem ent of uncleanliness 
which 
will result in a widespread epi­ 
demic. 
Pasteurization and sani- 
try methods of handling the milk, 
from the cow to th e table, would 
obviate all such risks. 
On the small farm , w here one 
or two cows are kept to produce 
milk for th e family and a few 
friends, th e risk of contam ination 
is naturally less th an in the ease 
of a large herd w ith production 
and 
distribution 
entrusted 
to 
many persons. T he average farm ­ 
e r’s wife is fam iliar with m eth­ 
ods for handling raw milk in a 
sanitary m anner. 
It is possible 
th a t Mrs. J. J. and her family 
will experience no 
trouble 
in 
consuming unpasteurized and un­ 
boiled milk, particularly if she is 
convinced of the health of th e 
cow and of the hum ans who h a n ­ 
dle the milk. 
On the other hand, 
a risk is always present 
and 
should be recognized. 


FURROWING ON

Some Blueberry Acreage 
To Be 
Reserved, 
Ranger Says 


The Forest Service began fu r­ 
rowing along US Hlghway-2 west 
of Thompson on Wednesday. Sept. 
28th. Some 200 acres im m ediate­ 
ly 
adjacent 
to 
areas 
furrowed 
last year will be plowed. In addi­ 
tion, a strip six 
furrows 
wide 
will be extended across the plains 
on each side of the highway at 
th e request of and in cooperation 
with the State Highway Depart­ 
ment. 
All unauthorized signs across 
this area should be removed at 
once as no signs are to he allow ­ 
ed on either road right of way 
or National Forest lands without 
special permision. 
The furrow ing will he done by 
two 
Cletrac 
35's 
and 
Killifer 
plows operated by T ractor Oper­ 
ators 
George 
A. 
McLeod 
and 
Maurice R. Matyas. These plows 
throw furrows both ways and pro­ 
duce a furrow in w’hich planted 
tees will require but little compe­ 
tition from other vegetation for 
several years. 
This area is to be planted next 
spring to Jack Pine and Red Pine 
by local labor as was done last 
spring on the adjoining area. 
Persons interested in blueberry 
picking will be interested to know 
th a t the Forest 
Service is 
not 
planning to furrow’ and plant to 
forest 
trees 
all 
of 
the 
plains 
areas. In addition to an 800 acre 
area already reserved for grazing 
known as the Thompson Com m u­ 
nity Pasture, it is definitely plan­ 
ned to reserve a large area for 
blueberry production. The speci­ 
fic areas have not yet been select­ 
ed. It is probable that a plan of 
management which will yield the 
highest possible crop of berries 
per acre will be undertaken after 
the experiments now being made 
by the Michigan Conservation De­ 
partm ent 
have shown the 
best 
methods.
